BUDGET SAVES BILLIONS. 


The budget for the next fiscal y*ear, as sub­ 
mitted to congress by President Coolidge, dc- 
monstrates once more the sound theory of tin* 
budget law.

jraar, and cuts government expenditures for 
the next fiscal year 275 millions.
